VITAMINE HUNGER. 

HE winter is the season of the 

deficiency diseases, and, in conge- 

quence, the latest literature on 

vitamines is a matter of interest. 
McCarrison, an East Indian physician, 
has written a-book in which he gathers 
up the information on the subject dis- 
covered prior to one year ago, and that 
is up to date, for a book. 
In the main, what has been written 
during this year ts confirmatory of Mc- 
Carrison’s general conclusions, that vita- 
mines are widely distributed among food- 
stuffs, and that reasonable care in dieting 
will furnish any person all he needs of 
them. 
He holds that there are three groups of 
vitamines: ; 


No. 2, sometimes called fat solu- 
ble A. 

No. 8, which prevents scurvy, and 
which he calls C. 
We are somewhat. interested in people 
who develop scurvy or ulcers on the 
| cornea or beriberi, because for a long 


‘time they eat foods very deficient in 


vitamines; but we are far more inter- 
ested in the mild disorders which will 
trouble thousands of people before next 


purified cod liver ofl, meat extract, te® 


Coarse foods are ricter in this prin- 
ciple; refined foods are poorer. 


‘The amount of phosphorus in the soll 


on which vegetables or fruits are grown 
increases or lessens the content of the 
foods in thjs vitamine. The human body 
stores up but little of this vitamine for & 
rainy day. 

To insure sufficient of this vitamine one 
should eat plenty of whole wheat bread, 
nuts, eggs, glandular organs, fresh fruit, 
and green vegetables. If the body suffers 
moderately from deficiency in this vita- 
mine, growth slows up in children; 
adults develop neuralgia pains con- 
stipation.

ASSOLIATIONS IS 
FOUND ILLEGAL 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Spe 
cial.]J—In a decision whose far reach- 
ing importance will affect the prac- 
tices of many trade associations, the 
Supreme court today upheld the rul- 
ing of a Tennessee District court that 
the so-called. ‘“‘open price competition 
plan ” is illegal and a violation of anti- 
trust laws. 

The case was the so-called hardwood 
lumber case, affecting the activities 
of the American Hardwood Lumber 
Manufacturers’ association. 

Under the so-called “ open price com- 
petition plan” several hundred mem- 
bers of the American Hardwood Lum- 
ber Mansfacturers’ association co- 
operated in the gathering and distri- 
bution of statistics on production, con- 
sumption, stocks on hand, and other 
market information of value to them. 

The court divided six to three. The 
majority opinion was read by Jus- 
tice Clarke. ‘Justices Brandeis, Mc- 
Kenna, and Holmes dissented.
